Their use is similar to creating a website on Los Angeles and selling t-shirts with the words "Los 
Angeles" or "L.A." Or using "Hollywood" on a t-shirt. It's a geographic term being used in $ geographic sense. Neither 
website is passing off an association with the City's Runyon Canyon Park.
